BIBLES' HISTORY. 



Dr. Paterson-Smythe Spoke 
On "The Making Of the 
Bible." 



Ttib fourth rogular meeting o{ tbo 
Y.W.C.A. was bold yesterday Jn the 
R.V.C. Common Room, at 3 o'clock. 

The prrfildont, Miss Uolun NIchol, 
opened tlio mrptlng with prayer, after 
which t-ho minutes of iho last meet- 
ing were road. Miss Nichol then 
spoke a few words about the Student 
Volunteer Convention, reminding the 
Btudents of tho need for Bcrious de- 
liberation In the matter of voting for 
delcsatea. KollowlnR this Archdea- 
con Paterson-Smytho was introduced, 
and bis lecture on "Tho Aiaking of tho 
Bible" was a most interesting one. 

Dr. Paterson-Smytho passed rapidly 
over tho making of the Old Tcata- 
ment nnd dealt wilh the ranking of 
the New. During the life of Christ 
on earth tho people had their Bible, 
tho Old Testament, and considered it 
the complete Word of God. They 
would no more have thought of add- 
ing to It than we would think of add- 
ing to ours. Their Bible was their 
only book; they wanted no others, 
and indeed had a prejudice against 
all oUier writings as lacking in vivid- 
ness and force. What they did want, 
and often had, was a heart to heart 
talk with one of the apostles. There 
were no email audiences in thos.) 
days. As the apostle went from 
place to place "preaching Christ," 
there' gradually developed n unifor- 
mitjr jn tljcir VçjWbiugs similar to that 
Of i' written look. Thu.s the flrot 
stage of the New TosLatmcnt began 
In the formation of nn oral gospel, 
thé ncarrtt . form, of which to-day . is 
probably the Gospel of SI. .Mark. 
This- oral kobppI was tlio only one 
that oxlstod for thirty years, and it 
is probable that none of the apostles 
except St John ever saw it written. 

Tho second stage of the New Testa- 
mcmt was-lhc beginiiing of the Chris- 
Uan writings, about 48 A.D. These 
wôre Uio epistles, and It muot be pai 
ticulnrly noted that In no sense were 
the epistles regarded as part of the 
Bible, or oven as sacred writings. 
They were merely answers to letters 
from the different churches, and con- 
cerned the difficulties and problems 
of the latter. As such, of course, the 
epistles wore very valuable, and were 
preserved with caro and handed on 
from one community to ràotbgr^ Dr. 
Pnterson-Smytho iameriteS*''^ fact 
that the epistles have been placed In 
the Bible in very bad order, not at 
all In that In which they were writ- 
ten, and hence we lose a great deal 
from thoip. He has interviewed 
many, publishers, but none of them 
have the courage to print tho epistles 
in chronological order.

SECOND LECTURE 
BY DR. REXFORD 

Illustrated Talk on Jerusalem 
and Its Interesting: 
. History.

Macdouald students last night had 
tho privilege of hearing Dr. Rexford 
in the aecond of his series of Illus- 
trated, lectures on Palestine.^ The 
topic was the city of Jsrusalem, and 
lu Immediate environs. 

The lecturer commenced by ox- 
plaining that Jerusalem is a city set 
among mountains. The greater part 
of the city is built In the Valleys of 
Kedron and Hlnnlm. Tho chief hill 
round Jerusalem Is the Mt of Olives, 
which is of special interest to Chris- 
tians the world over. 

The hlstbry of Jerusalem was tratied 
chiefly through its ruins from tho 
earliest days of the Israelites; 
through the reign of Solomon— when 
the Great Temple was built— through 
the time of the Roman occupation, 
down to modern times. 

Dr. Rexford, who is himself well 
acquainted with the Holy Land, states 
that the site of the Temple of Solo- 
mon, and a grrut many of Jerusalem's 
most hallowed placos are In the heart 
of the Mohammedan liuarter. 

At tho present day Jaws outnuni|)er 
all othor religions in Jerusalem, The 
approximate population, of the city Is 
70,000, of which some 40,000 are Jews. 
Tho remainder are Mohammedans, 
ArmeulauB Christiana, Franklsh 
Christians, etc. li^ach religion has Us 
own Jealously kept section. The city 
at present is growing rapidly towards 
the North. 

Jerusalem is a City of Gatci. Tho 
Jaffa Gate Is that by which conquoi- 
ors of Jerusalem have entered throuuh 
all the ages, and when Q en. Sir Ed- 
mund Allenby entered Jerusalem In 
1917 at the head of the British Forces, 
ho proved no exception to tho rule. 
The Damascus Gate, to the North, is 
tho gate through which tn the itresont 
day traders and their caravans find 
entrance to the. city. These cara- 
vans come^mimy hundreds of miles 
overluiiS^from^Aloppo, Damascus, and 
even Baghdad. 

The prolonged applause at the coa- 
elusion of the lecture proved that those 
present fully appreciated Or. Ro.x- 
ford's remarks. The third lecture of 
the series, which will be given early 
In December, is being awal^d with 
Interest

since the days when the Dread- 
nought was in building no greater In- 
terest haa been aroused about the de- 
sign of any ship of war than about 
that of the Hood. She is the latest 
British capital ship to be completed. 
Whether rightly described as a battle^ 
ship or battle-cruiser, she partakea of 
the characteristics of both types, and 
may "bt eoJd to combine all the quall- 
tlctt and attributes which war experi- 
ence showed to be desirable, m far as 
this is possible In one vessel. There U 
a likelihood, moreover, that she may 
bo not only the latest but— If Ix>rd 
Wsher and Sir Percy Scott and their 
school of thinkers are right — the last 
tft tho great wrsahlps of Britain of her 
kind, says the naval correspondent of 
tho I^ndon Times. 

Only Ship of Her Typt. 

The new vessél.woa originally one 

°' * ^tf Wj i rl lfe^''- ^' named after 
Britl^n||iHgg^ut after the armto- 
^'ce -^luKpntraets for the - Anson, 
Howolli^jfl^iMney, which wore, not so 
far advanced, were abandoned, so that 
tho Hood ia the sole reprceehtatlvo 
of her type. Tho design was approved 
and orders were placed In tho summer 
of 1816, when Mr. Balfour waa First 
Lord and his board Included Admiral 
Sir Henry Jackson, as First Sea' Lord, 
and Rear-Admlral F. C. T. Tudor, as 
Third Sea Lord and Controller. 

The contract for tho Hood was al- 
lotted to Messrs. John Brown nnd Co., 
Umlted, of Clydebank, which firm 
put afloat In the eamo year tho Re- 
pulse, sister shlpvof the Renown. They 
were also the builders of the.Borham, 
of tho Quoon Elisabeth doss, and tho 
Tlgor, tho last battlo-oçulser to- be 
j launched for tho British Navy before 
' tho war broke out. The first keelplate 
of tho Hood was laid on September 1, 
1910. 

It Is Interesting to note that the 
Hood is the ffrst capital ship in the 
Brlttsb— and probably In any— navy
